Why Business Holds Back on Defense. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE man on the street wonders why 

urgent defense production should be 
held up by the delays in Washington in 
setting up tax rules. 

“Amortization” and “excess profits” are 
words not understood by most, and there 
is a very natural tendency to jump to the | 
conclusion that managers of industry are 
somehow to blame. | 

If a farmer were called upon to build | 
a big new red barn to store great waae- 
tities of hay for army mules, the situation | 
would be clearer. In the first place, the | 
average farmer would not have the 
money. He would have to borrow for 
the new building, just as industry does. 

If he set out to get the money, natur- 
ally he would want to know how many 
years he could expect to use the barn for 
the special purpose and how much profit 
he would be allowed to make on the hay 
he was supplying to the army. 

The Internal Revenue Department 
might well say that the barn had a life 
of 40 years and that he could charge 
as expense (amortization) each year only 
one-fortieth of what the barn cost him. 

That would make his first few years’ 
income seem high, but then the war 
might suddenly end and where would 
he get the money to finish paying for 
the big barn? 

If, on top of that, the Internal Revenue 
Department said his profits in the war 
years were higher than is usual for cash 
crops (excess profits) and taxed him ata 
high rate, the farmer might well think 
that his honest patriotism had _ been 
abused. 

In any case, if he were a careful man- 
ager, he would want to know what part 
of the barn the Government would let 
him charge off each year, and what tax 
rate he would have to pay on the income 
he got from selling the hay to the army 
before he went ahead and built the barn. 
That’s just about the situation of indus- 
try today. V. P. RING.

PURE HOODLUMISM. 

The Housing Committee of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has issued a condemnation of the build- 
ing of pre-fabricated homes, on the ground that it 
would increase unemployment among union build- 
ing tradesmen. 

In Belleville, several days ago, 25 or 30 AFL 
men, armed with wrenches and wooden clubs, set out 


to enforce this boycott against a promising industry 


by mobbing four men engaged in laying the founda- 
tion of a pre-fabricated house. One of the workmen 
attacked is in the hospital with a fractured skull; 
another has a fractured arm. 

There is no conceivable defense for this brazen 


_hoodlumism. The AFL men were not trying to get 
the work for themselves, for they had turned down an 
offer for AFL labor to be used exclusively on this job. 


The workmen attacked, moreover, were union men, 


| members of the CIO United Construction Workers’ 
‘Union, hired after the AFL groups had refused the 


job. 

Thus, the incident did not grow out of a legitimate 
labor dispute at all, but was a high-handed attempt 
of the AFL building trades unions on the East Side 
to arrogate to themselves the right to say that they 
will permit no new development in the housing in- 
dustry which they look upon as prejudicing their 
interests. 

As a matter of fact, it is commonly ‘.nown that 


'the AFL building trades themselves have done as 
/'much as any other group to discourage the building 


of new homes and thereby increase unemployment 
in their ranks and in related occupations. Sharing 
blame with the building trades unions are the as- 
sociations of dealers in building materials, which 


also have done their able best to squeeze high unit | 


profits from the industry, regardless of the effect frank, blunt individuals who did not stand on cere- 


toward drying up the flow of capital into new hous- 


ing. 

This racketeering by the building trades unions, 
the materials dealers and the contractors and sub- 
contractors is the subject just now of a series of 
sweeping prosecutions by a division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, set up for the special purpose of 
trying to destroy these conspiracies in restraint of 
trade. Thus it is hoped to rescue an industry which 
is tending to commit suicide by pricing itself out of 
the market. 

Federal surveys show that the country is short 
some 2,500,000 dwelling units now. They show that 
more than 15,000,000 additional homes are needed 
between now and 1950 merely to meet the none too 
excellent standards of 1930. 

The present practice of building homes by the same 
handicraft methods which have been in vogue for 
centuries does not promise to fill the need. It will 
always be good for those who can afford the luxury 
of giving full play to individual tastes, but it is be- 
yond the means of too many low-income families. 

Pre-fabrication, which gives housing the benefits 
of low-cost, mass-production methods, seems to hold 
great promise of filling the need. The housing boom 
which a few years ago gave the British economy a 
much-needed shot in the arm was based largely on 
standardization which reduced costs about 30 per 
cent, 

Pre-fabrication of homes is still a budding indus- 
try in this country. If it is ever allowed to develop 
its potentialities, carpenters, bricklayers, plasterers 
and so forth should have not less but much more 
work to do. Some economists even have the roseate 
vision of the pre-fabricated house ushering in a 
boom economy, just as the automobile did in the ’20s. 

The arbitrary, illegal, brutal attitude which in- 
spired the attack in Belleville yesterday is not to be 
tolerated. The local grand jury has its work cut 
out for it. So has Roscoe Steffen, special Assistant 
Attorney-General in charge of the investigation of 
conspiracies in the building trades in the St. Louis 
area. 

It must be demonstrated once and for all that the 
tactics of the goon-squad cannot be used to stifle a 
vital new industry.

Cede most of the District of Columbia back to 
Maryland—that is what Representative Nichols of 
Oklahoma proposes as a solution to the growing 
problem of the government and civic life of the na- 
tional capital. Under his bill, only the White 
House, the Capitol, the mall and adjacent Govern-

Senator Bennett Clark has introduced a bill in 
Congress to award to the late Col. William Mit- 
chell the rank of Major-General. This would not 
only restore the rank of Brigadier-General from 
which the great military aviator was reduced after 
a court-martial had reprimanded him for criticising 
his superiors.

But then came the great boom of the ’20s, 
and the beginning of troyble. As farm prices 
soared, the price of lad also soared, and 
in the lusher neighborhoods it went up to 
$300 an acre. Many of its older farmers, 
tiring of getting up at\4 a. m., sold their 
farms, moved into pleasant Rushville, built 
houses and began lolling bed until 6 or 
A few voluptuariesNactually stayed 
in the hay until 8. 


Meanwhile, agents for the farm implement 
companies began going about the country, 
operating on the younger men who had 
bought these excessively costly farms. What! 


Are you going to work such valuable land 
with horses and mules, as if this were the 
Palestine of 1000 B. C. and you were Abra- 
ham? Haven't you heard of progress? 
The thing to do is to buy a tractor. 
It does the work of 20 horses, it needs 
neither oats nor shoes, and when you plow 
with it, you don’t stumble along behind it, 
wearing out your shoe leather and sweating 
to death; you ride like a gentleman. 

The young farmers fell for this selling 
talk, and a good deal of it turned out to be 
true, It was actually much quicker to plow 
with a tractor than with horses, and much 
easier on the feet. Unhappily, there were 
also disadvantages. The tractor ate no oats, 
but it consumed a dreadful amount of gaso- 
line, and the village blacksmith, now turned 
automobile mechanic, began to get 10 times 
as much for keeping it working as he ever 
got for shoeing horses. 

There was also another disadvantage, at 


once more subtle and more costly. A farm- 
|er with a tractor not only had more time 
on his hands than he used to have; he also 
fell out of the habit of farming in the im- 
memorial way, by the sweat of his brow. 
So he acquired the art of loafing, and in 
a little while the vegetable garden and hog 


pen that used to feed him began to be neg- | 


lected, and he took to eating out of the 
store. Simultaneously, his wife ceased to 
put up fruits and vegetables for the winter. 


| Eventually, many blew up, surrendered 
| their farms to the original owners, and went 


to town looking for jobs—but not all. The 
land hereabouts is so rich that, even under 
the most unfavorable conditions, it is still 
worth working. But the state of the farm- 
ers, taking one with another, is certainly 
far from happy. They are burdened with 
debt, and, having ceased to be self-suffi- 
cient peasants, have become, in large part, 
mere laborers. Their families are fed on 
baker’s bread and store oleomargarine. 

The way out—or, perhaps more accurately, 
the way that promises to lead out—was not 
discovered by New Deal wizards, but by local 
common sense. It does not involve making 
good the bad farmers’ losses by subsidies 
from the city taxpayers; it involves simply 
getting rid of bad farmers. 

The worst are the Kentuckians who drift- 
ed northward in the great days. They are 
lazy above the common, and are thus the 
first to perish. Much of their land and of 
the land of other failure is now falling into 
the hands of smarter fellows—some of whom 
are not farmers at all. 


One of these is the Hon. Mr. Willkie him- 
self. He knows no more about farming than 
a cat, but he knows a bargain when he sees 
it, and he saw a number of them in the 
Rushville region a few years ago. It was 
thus that he acquired the farms which now 
make him, for forensic purposes in the corn- 
and-hog belt, a simple rustic. He works 
them with what would be called, in Mary- 
land, sharecroppers, but are here disguised 
under the more mellifluous name of tenants. 

These tenants are now in demand—but not 
all kinds of them. Nobody wants to try the 
Kentuckians, or even the common runs of 
Indianians. What every land owner seeks 
is what the local anthropologists call Dutch- 
men, who are sometimes actually Holland- 
ers, but more usually Germans. These 
Dutchmen have large families, and know 
how to work them. Put one on your land, 
and it begins to bloom. The farm buildings 
are taken care of, the stock is fed and med- 
icated, the fields are nurtured with sweat. 

Every Willkie hereabouts tries to plant 
them on his farms. They give him half the 
money crops they raise—mainly corn or 
wheat, though sometimes vegetables—and 
he pays the taxes. The tenant is free to 
use as much of the land as he pleases for 
growing his own sustenance and that of his 
stock. He pays his rent only on his money 
crop, whatever it is. 

This system has been denounced as im- 
moral by sociologists, but it seems to be 
working pretty well. The oldtime farmers 
who sit on the porches of pleasant Rushville 
have less worries than they used to have. 
They have had to take their farms back, and 
their incomes from sharecropping are con- 
siderably less than their incomes used to 
be (at least in theory) from mortgages, but 
they are reasonably sure of getting them. 

The Dutchmen labor out in the sun, mak- 
ing the land to blossom and saving their 
money. Anon, they will begin buying farms 
of their own. They will work them with 
tractors, for the tractor has come to stay, 
but they will also have horses and cows, and 
what they and their families eat will be 
mainly of their own growing.

State Commission Tells 
Court Action in Rejecting 
Bids, Calling for New 
Ones Was Legal.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 24. — 
Action of the State Public Print- 
ing Commission in rejecting two 
bids for the $800,000 State printing 
contract and calling for new bids, 
was defended as legal in sugges- 
tions filed with the Missouri Su- 
preme Court yesterday afternoon. 
The suggestions were offered by 
the commission in oppositicn to an 
application for a writ of man- 
damus to compel it to award the 
contract to the Von Hoffmann 
Press of St. Louis. as the low bid- 
der. 

Counsel for the commission urged 
the court to deny the writ or, if 
an alternative or temporary writ 
were issued, not to require the 


commission to cancel the tempo- 
rary contract entered into with the 
Midland Printing -Co. of Jeffer- 


son City, the other bidder and 
former contract _ holder. This 
entered 


temporary contract was 
into pending a final award of the 
1940-1942 contract. 

_ The commission was represented, 
in filing of the suggestions, by At- 
torney-General McKittrick, Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Harry Kay, 


and the law firm of Ragland, Otto 
and Potter of Jefferson City. For- 
mer Supreme Court Judge W. T. 
Ragland, a member of the law 
firm, is a director of the Midland 
company. 

Against Von Hoffmann Bid. 


The court also was urged, in the 
event it issued an alternative writ, 
not to order the commission to 
make the award to the Von Ho‘f- 
mann Press, which has contended 
its rejected bid was the lowest and 
best by approximately $100,000. 

It was asserted that while the 
eourt could require the commission 
to set aside its order of last July 
11 rejecting both bids and calling 
for new bids on Aug. 15, and could 
require the commission to reinstate 
the rejected bids, the court “cannot 
require them to award contracts on 
the Von Hoffmann bids.”

With his power house, West did not 
fear he would be unable to make 
one heart doubled. The trouble was 
that this would give him only 60 
points below the line, which added 
to his 30 part-score, would leave 
him just 10 tantalizing points short 
of game. 

South could not be sure that this 
was the reason for West's “rescue” 
of his own bid.
